The governor will recommend to the 
next legislature an appropriation to 
cover the necessary expenses of the 
commission. 
He announced that next fall, after 
The election, he will appoint six ad­ 
ditional 
members—three 
from 
the 
house and three from the satiate—so 
that 
the 
rcpon of the commission 
will have champions and men who 
understand it in each branch of the 
legislature. 
The governor appointed no mem­ 
bers of the supreme court, but was 
assured by the judges that assistance 
would be rendered the commission. 
Although the democrats have the 
heavy end of the commission, the re­ 
publicans and progressives li^.ve rep- 
resenation upon it, as follows:

to pass. 
The legislative committee of the 
.it. Louis Bar association bad intro­ 
duced by Senator Ahoy S. Phillips at 
the last session a series of twelve 
bills for the simplification of court 
procedure. 
These received but little 
consideration.

The state judicial conference twice 
has recommended measures for sim­ 
plification, but the legislature took 
no action. 
Part of the work of simplification, 
the governor says, will be by legisla­ 
tive enactment and the remainder by 
constitutional 
amendments. 
If 
the 
form of indictment in criminal cases 
is to be simplified the constitution 
must be amended. 
Judge Henry W. Bon ‘ of St. Louis, 
member of the supreii^* court, in a 
loiter to James C. .Tortes, chairman 
of the revision committee of the St. 
l ouis Bar association, recommended 
that the form of procedure in vogue 
in England since 1873 he adopted as 
the type to he used here. 
He also recommended the abbrevi­ 
ation 
of 
the 
voluminous 
records 
which are now filed hi the supreme 
court and the repeal of the law re­ 
quiring judges to write a statement 
of the history of a case decided. 
He likewise recommended that the 
supreme court be authorized to dis­ 
pense with written opinions except 
in cases wherein some new point of 
law is involved. 
This he said would 
relieve the shelves of lawyers from 
many reiterations of the A. B. C. of 
the law.

W as a Nuise in the Cholera Epidemic 
and 
Civil 
War, 
and 
Reared 
Family by Her Own Work 


Lives at Carthage. 


Carthage* Mo., May 25—Mrs. Ma 
Hora Johnson, weight JKH, Height 6 
feet 2 inches, age IOO, washes once 
each week, hakes twice a week, cares 
lei a seven-room house, sews tor two 
little girls she “took in” four years 
ago because she was lonesome, cooks 
for their father who boards with her 
and walks each Saturday to the Sev­ 
enth Day Adventist church. 
I hat sounds like a pretty busy pro­ 
gram for the average woman vol many 
less years, but Mrs. Johnson says it 
is nothing and to prove it shows her 
garden and chickens, which she cares 
tor herself. 
Her hair is thick and 
white, her flesh firm, she has sixteen 
perfectly sound teeth, she has never 
been in a dentist’s chair and she can 
read large type and her own writing 
without glasses. 
Her present busy jays follow' a life 
that has' had as much more of excite­ 
ment than that of the average woman 
as her years are greater. 
She was 
iiorn in Scotland, May 2, ISI4. the! 
daughter of a sea captain. 
She trav 
eied with her father during her girl- j 
hood and was preparing to learn the 1 
tailor trade in Aberdeen when s h e , 
became ill of smallpox. In those days 
persons who recovered from smallpox 
and were knowm to be immune were 
drafted for nurses and she spent six 
years at an infirmary, completing her 
training for caring for the sick. 
^he 
was allowed one year because of her 
services during the smallpox epidem­ 
ic, following her recovery. 
In 1836 she was married to a young' 
civil engineer and devoted her life 
to her home and the sick until, 1855, 
when she vtfunteered to 
come 
to 
America foryservice in the cholera 
epidemic, 
was one of a party 
of forty nuiSes sent from Scotland 
ami she w ejt to Cincinnati, whrtK 
she served nine months. 
On her re­ 
turn to Scotland she persuaded ber 
husband to come to this country and 
they lived at Marietta, O., whence she 
volunteered as a Union nurse when 
tho civil war began and was assigned 
to Sigel’s division. 
When she was discharged from the 
army, she was assigned to accompany 
twelve southeast Missouri soldiers to 
their homes, ami the families of the 
men made her so welcome that she 
sent for her husband to join her. 
Johnson then was sent to Indian 
Territory on United States work, aud 
in 1869 was killed by frontier rob­ 
bers, as be was returning to his home 
with pay for long service. 
A band 
of cattlemen driving steers to market 
found his body, buried it and sent 
word to Mrs. Johnson. 
Silo was left practically penniless 
with a large family of children, and 
she says that in the next few years 
she worked “with head and hand com­ 
bined” to support and educate her 
children. 
She nursed, farmed, work­ 
ed by the day, sewed and did every­ 
thing that promised an honest penny. 
Since her children left home, she has 
traveled a hit and in 1871 she went to 
Scotland and she hopes to go again. 
in 1904 she chaperoned a party of 
ten Joplin girls 
to

St. 
Louis 
world’s fair. 
She was in St. Louis 
three weeks, and she says ot her trip, 
“a better time I never had.” 
Mrs. Johnson has fifty-eight grand­ 
children, but none lives near her, and 
she became lonely. 
So in 1910 she 
beanie foster mother for two mother­ 
less girls and she cares for them and 
makes all of their clothes. 
They are 
as loyaf to her as if she was their 
real mother. 
She says she enjoys 
doing for them and that it is ro trou­ 
ble to care for two girls for a woman 
who can have her “washing on the 
line at 8:30 and her bread out of the 
oven at the same time, making a dou­ 
ble beat on 
her 
neighbors 
every 
week.” 
Mrs. Johnson does not ascribe her 
many years to her mode of life, but 
to lier family. 
Her father, she says, 
lived to be 127 and her mother was a 
very active young woman when killed 
in an accident at 58.

seek protection of tile police from the 
hostile crowds that .had 
assembled 
outside. 
Suffragists raided numerous streets 
in the W est End, London, early Sun­ 
day morning, sm ashing windows. Sev­ 
eral of the women w ere arrested.

meeting in Hyde park Sunday after- 
neon an d tore down the platform from 
winch speeches were being delivered.

ing 
to 
educate the people against 
tires that are caused by sun rays. 
Out iii Rawlins county last month 
a woman put some matches on the 
window sill in the kitchen. 
It was a 
blight, sunshiny day, and a few min­ 
utes afterward the woman returned 
to the kitchen to find the whole side 
of the room on fire. 
The sun rays 
shining through the window pane had 
set these matches on fire and they 
had sot the building. 
At Holton a building was found to 
be on fire. 
It was almost new, and 
no cause for the fire iii a corner of 
the roof could he found until some­ 
one discovered that a piece of tin had 
not been painted and the sun rays 
on it had set the roof afire. 
| 
A bubble in a window pane of a 
home in McPherson county concen- 
tiated the sun rays on a spot on a* 
lace curtain and set it on fire. * 
The sun shining upon the heavy 
rolled edge of a glass fish bowl in a 
home in Mitchell county set a table 
runner on fire, and the home burned. 
It is not unusual to hear of grass 
being set afire by the sun shining 
upon 
bright 
metals. 
The peculiar 
thing about the^ fires caused by the 
sun rays is that they, happen at any 
time of the year. 
It would ordinarily 
be supposed that the sun rays would 
not-be concentrated into enough heat 
upon a cold winter day, but some of 
the fires caused by sun rays came iii 
January and February and one in De­ 
cember. 
Another seemingly impossible fire 
cause is static electricity generated 
by wind whipping blades 
of 
grass 
against wire fences. 
Special inves­ 
tigations 
by 
electrical 
experts 
in 
Western Kansas last year and again 
this spring are said to have demon­ 
strated that tile high wiuds a instant­ 
ly blowing tall grass 
against 
\£ire 
fences produced sufficient electricity 
to cause a spark an inch long aud of 
suhicicni brilliancy to set the grass 
oa fire. 
About thirty prairie, fires 
which resulted in loss of hay and 
several homes and barns are said to 
have been the direct result of this 
sort of flame generator.

of the freight business on eastern 
railroads will be allowed in the forth­ 
coming decision of the interstate com­ 
merce commission. 
This information conies from an 
expert in traffic affairs, who is close 
to the commissioners, and therefore 
represents the opinion now prevailing 
in that body. 
No 5 per cent flat increase in rates 
is expected and it is doubtful if an 
increase equal to 5 per cent on the 
classified business will be authorized 
by the commission, now bitterly di­ 
vided as to its decision.

commodity rates, representing coal, 
lumber and like commodities.

roads, it is reported,

It is probable that Messrs. Daniels 
and Hall will decide the question of 
an increase.
